In response to the Restriction Requirement dated January 20, 2004, Applicants hereby elect 
with traverse Group I, Claims 1 to 9 drawn to an isolated polypeptide, an isolated polynucleotide 
encoding that polypeptide, a vector and host cell containing that polynucleotide, and a method of 
making the claimed polypeptide by employing claimed host cell. 

All the claims in the application involve related subject matter, e.g., PGPCR-3. A search 
would therefore comprise overlapping subject matter, and it would not be an undue burden on the 
examiner to carry out a search.
